SEGTION  B.  :  GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 
FOR  THE  AREA. 


Laboratory  Facilities. 

These  remain  unchanged.  Bacteriological  examinations  and 
clinical  analyses,  with  few  exceptions,  are  carried  out  by  Dr.  Lowe, 
at  the  County  Laboratory,  Hereford.  The  following  are  the  number

Ambulance  Facilities. 

An  ambulance  is  now  available.  It  is  maintained  by  the 
voluntary  services  of  the  Red  Cross  Society  and  the  St.  John 
Ambulance  Brigade. 

Nursing  in  the  Home. 

Arrangements  for  nursing  remain  substantially  the  same  as 
in  preceding  years.  There  are  no  arrangements  for  nursing  infectious 
diseases  in  the  home. 

Treatment  Centres  and  Clinics. 

The  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare — run  by  a  Voluntary 
Committee — is  held  on  alternate  Tuesday  afternoons  at  the  Parish 
Room,  Ledbury.  The  records  shew  an  average  attendance  of 
44  per  session  during  1937. 

Colwall  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare,  which  is  held 
on  alternate  Wednesday  afternoons,  and  serves  a  widely 
scattered  district,  shewed  an  average  attendance  of  14  per  session 
during  1937. 

The  Tuberculosis  Dispensary  is  held  on  alternate  Tuesdays 
at  Homend  Lodge  Cottages,  Ledbury. 

Cases  of  Venereal  Disease  are  referred  to  the  Clinic  at 
Hereford. 

The  Voluntary  Orthopaedic  Clinic  is  held  fortnightly  at  the 
Parish  Room,  Ledbury.  Suitable  cases  are  treated  at  the  Robert 
Jones  and  Agnes  Hunt  Orthopaedic  Hospital,  Oswestry,  in  which 
the  County  Council  retain  four  beds.  The  Hereford  Clinic  is 
the  parent  Clinic,  which  prescribes  treatment  to  be  carried  out 
at  the  Ledbury  Clinic. 

Hospitals. 

Non-infectious  cases  are  treated  at  the  Ledbury  Cottage 
Hospital.  X-Ray  facilities  at  this  hospital  have  recently  been 
extended.  There  is  also  a  small  Infirmary  attached  to  the  Public 
Assistance  Institution. 
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SECTION  C.  :  SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

Water. 

During  the  year,  71  samples  were  examined  either  in  respect 
of  new  houses  or  for  suspected  contamination.  34  samples  were 
submitted  to  chemical  examination,  of  which  number,  17  proved 
to  be  satisfactory  @.nd  17  otherwise,  whilst  37  samples  were 
submitted  to  bacteriological  examination  shewing  12  to  be  satis¬ 
factory  and  25  otherwise. 

In  1937  the  laboratory  facilities  provided  by  the  County 
Council  of  Hereford  were  extended  and  it  is  now  possible  for  all 
water  samples  to  be  analysed  bacteriologically  as  well  as  chemically. 
The  above  results  shew  the  need  for  a  constant  supervision  of  all 
public  wells  and  it  would  appear  that  there  is  much  work  to  be 
done  in  this  connection. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

During  the  year,  44  house  drains  have  been  laid  or  relaid  and 
10  drains  or  sanitary  fittings  were  repaired.  Colwall  is  the  only 
place  in  the  district  where  a  sewage  disposal  works  is  necessary 
and  it  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  the  Council  have  now  called  in  a 
consulting  engineer  to  advise  the  best  manner  of  making  the 
existing  works  more  adequate. 

Rivers  and  Streams. 

Complaints  have  been  received  of  the  pollution  of  a  brook 
by  the  Colwall  Sewage  effluent  and  it  is  anticipated  that  measures 
will  be  taken  to  meet  the  complaints. 

Closet  Accommodation. 

During  1937,  21  water  closets  were  provided  and  three  were 
connected  to  the  sewer.  Ten  privies  were  converted  into  pail 
closets  and  fourteen  privies  were  converted  into  water  closets. 

Public  Cleansing. 

The  collection  of  house  refuse  at  Colwall  proceeds  satisfac¬ 
torily.  There  are  repeated  requests  for  the  collection  of  indestruc¬ 
tible  waste  but  in  every  case  the  parishes  are  not  prepared  to  face 
the  very  heavy  cost  involved.

Hop-Pickers’  Quarters. 

Judging  by  the  reduction  of  complaints  by  Education 
Authorities  in  the  Black  Country  and  elsewhere,  it  would  appear 
that  these  authorities  have  now  realised  that,  with  rare  exceptions, 
the  accommodation  provided  by  the  hop  growers  for  the  pickers 
is  satisfactory  and  that  most  of  the  objectionable  features  found 
in  the  camps  are  due  to  the  peculiar  habits  of  the  pickers  them¬ 
selves.  The  new  model  byelaws  came  into  operation  too  late  to 
have  much  effect  during  1937  but  it  is  anticipated  that  they  will 
strengthen  the  hand  of  the  Health  Officers  in  dealing  with  the  odd 
case  of  a  grower  who  does  not  realise  his  obligations. 

There  are  78  farms  in  the  district  employing  resident  pickers.

As  was  anticipated,  the  rise  in  the  cost  of  building  materials 
during  1937  was  reflected  in  the  increased  cost  of  reconditioning. 
This  latter  cost,  however,  still  compares  favourably  with  the  cost 
of  building  new  houses. 


Overcrowding. 

The  number  of  houses  overcrowded  fell  during  1937  from 
37  to  25  but  even  this  lower  figure  is  unsatisfactory  and  misleading 
and  it  is  hoped  that  the  Council  will  take  advantage  of  the  generous 
terms  offered  in  the  new  Housing  Bill  to  build  additional  cottages 
irrespective  of  replacements  caused  by  demolitions.

There  are  now  192  registered  producers  in  the  district  and 
during  1937,  148  inspections  of  farms  and  dairies  were  made  by  the 
Sanitary  Inspector  under  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Order.

SECTION  F.  :  PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER, 
INFECTIOUS  AND  OTHER  DISEASES. 

With  one  exception,  the  incidence  of  infectious  disease  during 
1937  was  low  and  calls  for  no  special  comment.  Six  cases  were 
were  admitted  to  Stretton  Sugwas  Isolation  Hospital  at  an  average 
cost  of  £16  5s.  6d.  which  is  equivalent  to  a  weekly  charge  of 
£2  18s.  Od. 

An  outbreak  of  Sonne  Dysentery  at  a  private  school  in  Colwall 
accounted  for  29  cases.  As  is  usual  in  this  type  of  dysentery,  the 
cases  were  mild  and  although  the  origin  of  the  outbreak  was  not 
discovered,  the  measures  taken  in  conjunction  with  the  Medical 
Officer  of  the  school  resulted  in  a  speedy  termination  of  the 
outbreak.
